point to the contests taking place towards 
the end of August. 

The Press Association says that in 
„zuthoritative quarters it is stated that 
the election will take place. as ‘soon as 
possible after the Horse Show, and that 
the dissolution of the Dail will probably 
take place towards the end of next week 

This hastening of the date has taken the 
country somewhat by surprise, because it 
had been assumed that there was scarcely 
a possibility of an election before October, 
and that it might be even later than that. 

The Government would be entitled under 
the Constitution to carry on with the 
t Dail until. the end of this year, 
but there is a growing opinion that the 
sooner an election is held the better for 
the Government and for the country

generaiiy. 

A member of the Dail stated to an Trish 
Times reporter on Saturday that the chief 
impediment to an immediate appeal to the 
country was the unfinished condition of 
the register of voters. In Dublin City the 
register was almost completed, but in parts 
of the country the work was still very far 
behind. 


Although the present Dail consists of 
members, scarcely more than half that 
number ever attended. Many of the 
absentees are dead, and, others being of 
Republican sympathies, declined to take 
part in the proceedings. 

The new Dail will consist of 153 
members. The administrative County of 
Dublin will have eight members instead 
of the present six, and the County Borough 
of Dublin will have fifteen members instead 
of twelve. | 

Each of the universities will have only 
three members, instead of four, as at 
present. 

The Borough of Cork will be entitled 
to elect five members, having been 
hitherto represented by four. All Limerick 
County and the City of Limerick, instead 
of being divided as at present—Kerry and 
West Limerick being one constituency 
(represented by eight members), and 
Limerick City and East Limerick (repre- 
sented by four members)—will have seven 
members. 

The boundaries of several rural con- 
stituencies have been recast, and their 


representation in many cases increased, so 


that the new Dail will consist of twenty- 
five more members than the present one. 

The election will be held under the Pro- 
portional Representation Election Rules. 

The Dublin Correspondent of the Press 
Association says that the probabilities are 
that polling will be in the week ending 
September 1.

To: all intents and purposes, the trade of 
the Litfey has been brougnt to a stand-stili. 
The boats chartered by Messrs. Guinness are 
busy coming and going across the Irish Sea. 
Her and there along the Liffeyside isolated 
vessels are discharging, but the usual centres 
oi port activities are silent. 

It is estimated that the number of quay- 
side workers unemployed is 1,500, the num- 
ber being added to every day. On Saturday 
30 men were discharged from the employment 
of the London, Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way premises at the North Wall, and 
another 30 were sent on a fortnight’s holiday. 
Fifty are retained squaring up at the shéds, 
but they also will have to go should the 
deadlock continue for another week. 

Unemployment, resulting indirectly from 
the dispute, is spreading in the city. Messrs. 
Jacob’s, unable to send their products to 
their large sales centres in Great Britain, 
have had to put from 400 to 500 employés on 
short time. Other exporting firms are in a 
similar predicament. . 

On Saturday the Strike Committee in- 
tensiſied their activities in ere at the 
Great Northern Railway goods station. The 
avowed object of this is to prevent the entry 
into the city, or the export therefrom, of 
goods that in the ordinary course would be 
waterborne. Such is the theory, but in 

ractice the results are different. In the 
Fruit trade, for instance, some wholesalers, 
whose trade has always been by rail, have 
bad their goods stopped. i 

The most hopeful feature of tha situation 
is that it is not a popular . age 
of work with the men now workless. 
There was no general distribution of strike 
pay from the aith Union. Soma men 
got £1, but the greater number received 
nothing. The Dublin members of the Nationa] 
Union of Seamen and Firemen out of work 
because of the trouble were paid in full on 
Friday night. This is well known among the 
workers, and is the one subject of discussion 
among them when they congregate in Beres- 
ford place. , 


HOLIDAY MAKERS’ SHIP. 


The Burns-Laird line steamer, Puma, 
arrived at the North Wall just before 5 
o'clock ‘on Saturday evening; and sailed again 
at 6.55 p.m. with hundreds of Clyde-side folk, 
who had been on holidays in Ireland. The 
Puma brought no inward traffic to Dublin and 
carried nothing but passengers away with her 
from the Liffey. 

A special boat will take a cargo of about 
400 tons of butter and eggs from Dublin to 
Liverpool, and will probably start loading this 
freight at the Liffey to-day. 


MR. LARKIN’S VIEW. 


INDUSTRIAL PEACE NEEDED. 


Speaking at Beresford place, Dublin, last 
night, Mr. James Larkin said that there was 
to have been a meeting in the Mansion House 
on that day between the men on strike and the 
officials of the Transport Union, but for some 
reason the officials declined to meet the men. 
Thongh the men employed the officials, the 
latter no longer recognised the right of the 
men to instruct them. That was a matter 
that would be dealt with by the men 
during the coming week. he present 
lock-out was the outcome of a conspiracy on 
the part of the employers, 

Mr. Larkin, referring to Mr. David Berry’s 
statement that if he did not get a reduction 
in wages the freights would have to go up, 
said that if the Government wanted to test 
the truth and discover whether the si 
compánies were making profits, why shoul 
they not let the men man the boats until 
Christmas? If the men were allowed to do 
that, they would hand over to the Govern- 
ment a handsome return.’ 

They were also willing to take over the 
dockyard and to pay the wages to the men 
according to the standard rate. 

What was the Transport Union doing to 
counter those who had brought about the pre- 
sent state of affairs? Up to the present there 
had been no meeting of the members. Was it 
not high time that those who were locked out 
should meet together and decide what they 
should do? 

Though they had got an elected Government 
it did not run this country. It was the gang 
behind the scenes that pulled the wires. It 
was high time that the workers took their 
own destiny into their own control. Let them 
never mind about guns. Brains and deter- 
mination would beat all the guns and cannons 
in the world. i 

There was no need for conflict in this country 
at the present. What was needed in this land 
was peace, and, most important of all, indus- 
trial peace. The employers wanted to get back 
to the ten hours day. but he thought that a 
six hours day would be quitg enough.

RESTLESS.

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


The British Government have taken action, 
not tor any tubtle reasons of prestige or 
amour propre, but because the dangers of 
the European situation are increasing, and 
British opinion ig restless and alarmed. The 
opinion of this country will not be content 
to regard the action of its Government as 
a mere gesture. It wants to see somethin 
done. It is anxious for results. It is afrai 
lest all its hopes of recovery should be stifled 
in the blind alley of the Ruhr. It looks 
forward to seeing the whole business of re- 

rations transfe to a different and a 
roader plane, in which movement tow 
a real solution is both possible and probable. 
That is why the Government have been com- 
pelled to take action that they cannot now 
relinquish, but must steadily pursue. That 
is why they cannot acquiesce in any thwart- 
ing of their endeavour by unnecessary diplo- 
matic delays. 7 

The plain fact about Germany is that she is 
going swiftly down a steep place, and that 
rom day to day the pace is increasing. Where 
she is going, not even the cleverest financier 
or economist knows. All the prophéts have 
been put to shame by the extraordinary 
effects of modern war on new and complex 
industrial, financial, and political systems. 
The state of Germany now is beyond 
definition. 

A little time remains in which reason may 
make its voice heard, and that time must be 
used with energy by all who do not wish to 
see chaos spreading from the centre of 
Europe. German policy, no doubt, has been 
greatly to blame, though the Allies have 
certainly not acted in such a way as to en- 
courage wise and far-seeing statesmanship in 
Germany. The problem now is to engage Ger- 
many, while there is yet time, in an effort that 
will not only mean her own general return to 
normal conditions, but the payment of re- 
1 and the restoration of stability in 
Zzurope. Something must be done, and done 
quickly. 


FRENCH OPINION,

TWO CHIEF DEMANDS. 


- The Paris Correspondent of The Times 
writes :—There is little new in the long com- 
mentaries which may be read in Paris; but 
it is noteworthy that chief attention is given 
fo the two French demands: 

1.—That any body of experts that may be 
established must be an emanation from the 
Reparatiow Commission, and, consequently, 
be subordinate to the Commission, and make 
its report to the Commission. : 

2.— That, in order to render possible con- 
versations with Germany, the first step must 
be taken by Germany in rescinding the orders 
which have íor purpose the creation oí oppos!- 
tion to the French occupation, whether in 
Westphalia or in Rhineland. 

It would be wrong to suppose that there is 
any weakening in France with regard to the 
undesirability of instituting any Commission 
which would usur 
Reparation Commission. It may, however, be 
found that the British response to the German 
proposals is so worded that a compromise will 
be possible. It cannot be mede too clear that 
in French eyes the German debt is not to be 
measured by some, perhaps, fallacious estimate 
of Germany’s exportable riches, present and 
future, but by the needs of France, especially 


having regard to France’s debts to other’ 


countries. The contention is that Germany 
can pay enough to satisfy France and sg AT 
had France no debts; but the unknown iactor 
is how much Great Britain demands both from 
France and from Germany.

MR. DE VALERA’S DECLARATION

The Daily News says :—Mr. de Valera has 
informed a Press representative that the 
Irish war, so far as the Republicans are 
concerned, is finished. Our congratulations 
must be a little clouded by the reflection 
that before Mr. de Valera and his friends 
threw up the sponge they had done as much 
damage to the land and the people they 
professed to love as its most ruthless enemies 
could have accomplished in a barbarous in- 
vasion.

The text of the British reply to Germany, which has been communicated to 
the Governments of France, Belgium, Italy and the United States is still a well - 
kept secret, but one or two of the Paris papers contain hints as to the tone of the 
Note, which they state has had “the corners rubbed off. 

M. Poincaré yesterday replied to a recent speech by Mr. Lloyd George, and, 
in re-stating the French attitude on the Ruhr, read a number of documents detail- 
ing the German plans to ruin all French industries.

M. POINCARE REPLIES TO 
MR, LLOYD GEORGE.

PARIS, Sunday. 

M. Poincaré, speaking this afternoon at the 
inauguration of a war monument at Villers 
Cotterets, answered Mr. Lloyd George’s state- 
ments on the French economic recovery, 
made in the House of Commons last Monday. 

To place France and Germany on the 
same plane, as Mr. Lloyd George done, 
is iniquitous, M. Poincaré declared. When 
Germany was rebuilding her mercantile fleet, 
developing her railways, and digging new 
canals was she repairing damage or poe 45 
ing improvements? Was she paying for 
these improvements out of available resources 
or to the detriment of the debt due to the 
Allies? All that might be amusing for Mr. 
Lloyd George, for France it was sad, even in- 
tolerable. 

“ As for blaming France for not always re- 
constructing her industrial establishments 
strictly in accordance with the original plans, 
that was as unjust as wishing to place a 
ban on all progress—as if France s ruins were 
not enough. 

“Tt was just such a paralysis that the 
Germans sought to inflict on French industry 
by means of the General Staff’s plan for 
wholesale devastation. Whatever might be 
France’s vitality, her recovery threatened the 
economic power of no nation, and our friends 
would be better advised in venting their 
anxieties on objects less remote. 

“Why,” M. Poincaré asked, “ did they 
not go into the Ruhr with us? They would 
then better understand what are the real 
Ar. “i of to-morrow.”’ 

e French Premier proceeded to omtline 
the vast importance oí the present-day or- 
ganfsation of German industry, which, he 
said, controlled all forms of production from 
the preparation of raw matérials to the manu- 
facture of the finished product, and thus held 
a monopoly of the national wealth. 

Every day it was more and more dominat- 
ing and annihiliating the State. The in- 
industrial leaders were masters of 
the Berlin Government and German 
Press. They were subjecting the 
German Republic to a new caste as 
haughty, and as violently opposed to the 
liberties of the people as the Junker caste. 
Definitely to instal this régime of economic 
and social oppression in the centre of Euro 
was utterly incompatible with the century ol 
traditions of Great Britain and France, and 
contrary to those democratic ideas, espoused 
by all parties in Great Britain, of which the 
two great Western nations had hitherto been 
the best guardians in Europe. | 

If,“ continued the speaker, we commit 
an imprudence to-dav and enclose Germany's 
capacity for payment in a fixed and permanent 
frame, she will quickly evade our arbitrary 
measures; she will soon, under the influence 
of this extraordinary agglomeration of indus- 
trial forces, assume unforeseen dimensions, 
and reconquering economic supremacy she 
will, ip facto, impose upon the world a most 
retrograde and immoral policy. ; 

To avert this il Great Britain, Bel- 
gium, Italy, and as must unite more 
closely than ever in a single effort. They 
must frankly face realities, and not allow 
themselves to be led astray by the false illusion 
of an impoverished and for ever powerless 


Germany. 

“Is it, then, asked the Premier, so hard 
to furnish the Allied Governments with the 
elements of constructive comparison and rea- 
sons for an equitable decision, Is not a visit 
to the Aisne, followed by a voyage to the 
Ruhr, enough fully to enlighten them. Let 
us hepe that none of our friends will reject 
this short investigation, which involves no 
financial surveys or expert international in- 
quiries, and is within reach of all men of 
common sense. Let us hope that, under the 
pretext of sparimg an unfortunate debtor, 
fraud and ‘injustice will not be encouraged, 
the glorious memories of victories won in 
common in this devastated region will not be 
repudiated. and that the way will not be pre- 
pared for the EE of a foreign plutocracy. 

Let us hope that eyes, which are now 
closed, may open to evidence, and that none 
may later have to regret having at the de- 
cisive hour disdained the enlightened warnings 
of France.” 

In the course of his speech, M. Poincaré 
cited extracts from a report of the German 
General Staff dated 1916, revealing 
scientific plan of devastation drawn up by 

ialists. 

One of the extracts ran as follows :—‘‘ These 
war damages will have a lasting effect. They 
not only deal a blow at the credit of the 
industries, but endanger their very life. 
Workers will be compelled to emigrate pend- 
ing reconstruction, and in some localities the 
emigrants will number thousands. 

Another extract ran: — All blast furnaces, 
steel works, and rolling mills will be set back 
several years. The war damages sustained by 
the iron industry have too deeply’ injured 
French national economy for the consequences 
to be easily wiped out. The war damages 
sustained by the combed wool and carded wool 
factories are very important. Germany will 
be in a position to resume her full capac:ty for 
the production of woollen thread at least one 
or two years before France. 

The adds: Unfortunately, it is to 
be fea that Great Britain may secure the 
lion’s share. 

Again, as regards the sugar industry, 
another extract stated that “it will be impos- 
sible to rebuild a whole series of factories.
